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THE NEED OF BIG MEN. 

The conduct of a democracy like the 
United States is vastly more difficult 
than that of a kingdom. A kingdom 
can get along with a small man as 
king, for he is for the most part a 
mere figure of speech; but a republic 


must suffer if it is goverened by little 
mmen. (Inasmuch as you cannot very 
well breed big men to order, many 
kings must of necessity be little fel- 
lows.) 

Perhaps we had better define the 
phrase “big man.” A man may be 
physically big but a dwarf mentally or 
morally. He may be big mentally and 
be deficient or depraved morally. He 
may be big morally and deficient men- 
tally. He may be big mentally, phys- 
ically and morally, but may be so nar- 
rowed by lifelong prejudices and train- 
ing that he is useless to his generation. 
By a “big” man we mean a man of 
clear intellectual vision, of keen moral 
perceptions and who belongs to his 
age, without the slightest reference to 
his physical size and proportions. 

We need big men in every depart- 
ment of the government from school 
director to president of the nation, and 
of a largeness proportionate to the du- 
ties they have to perform. We need a 
big man for rural school director, a 
man who knows how to select a 
“schoolmarm” who will imbue the 
children with the spirit of the farm 
and teach in farm terms, a_ school 
director who will visit the school fre- 
quently and cheer and help the teacher 
whom he has chosen. 

We need big men for the county 
supervisors, men who can see over the 
whole county and expend the taxes 
wisely, Whether in building good 
bridges, or making good roads, and 
who will provide for the poor without 
encouraging pauperism. 

We need very big men to conduct 
our county, state and metropolitan pa- 
pers; for while not chosen by the 
people, they are an essential part of 
democratic or republican government. 
They need to be men who have honest 
convictions, the ability to state them 
and the courage to fight for them; men 
who are not themselves mixed up with 
the details of politics, nor the slaves 
of parties; men who are not to be 
bought by a postoflice nor intimidated 
by the threat of withdrawal of adver- 
tising. 

We need big men for legislators; 
men who will legislate wisely for the 
whole state, without regard to faction 
or party; statesmen, not mere _ poli- 
ticians. We need big men for gov- 
ernors, men whose view is statewide, 
and who can therefore outline wise 
state policies, recommend them to the 
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legislature and fearlessly veto bad 
legislation. 

We need very big men for legis- 
lators; not mere errand boys to get 
jobs and favors for individuals and 
thus help them get their hands into 
the public treasury; not men who can 
get a large slice out of the pork bar- 
rel, or appropriations for rivers that 
run dry in summer or harbors where 
no ships enter or ever will; but men 
whose view is nationwide; in short, 
real staesmen, not mere politicians or 
blind partisans. 

We need the biggest kind of a big 
man for president; a man who knows 
the people, sees the average man’s 
point of view; a man who knows the 
tremendous power of combinations 
whether of capital or labor; a man 
who can see both sides of public ques- 
tions; a man with profound moral con- 
victions withthe courage to voice them; 
a man who can and will use his tre- 
mendous official power for the public 
good and not merely to punish those 
who oppose him, nor to secure a re- 
election. 

Nearly all of the classes we have 
mentioned are chosen directly by the 
people, and unless the people are 
themselves big enough to recognize 
bigness and choose it, even big men 
have no chance to do their work. As 
the old prophet said, “Like people, 
like priest.” “The stream can not 
rise higher than the fountain.” There- 
fore, in your selection of men for 
places, high or low, choose first the 
best men. The town, county, state or 
nation that elects all-around best men 
is always the best governed. 





PREPARATION OF WHEAT FOR 
SOWING. 


We have been endeavoring in a ser- 
ies of articles from week to week, most 
of them called out by questions from 
our readers, to point out clearly the 
best method of sowing winter wheat. 
It is possible that we have not given 
sufficient weight to the necessity of 
properly grading the wheat. 

In investigations that have been made 
in Dakota by Professor Bolley give us 
good reasons to conclude that the de- 
cline in the yields of spring wheat is 
not due to lack of fertility of the soil 
so much as to the development of 
fungi in the wheat itself, through sow- 
ing wheat infected with fungus which 
remains in the soil from year to year 
and is the prime cause of crop failure. 

The instructions given by Professor 
Bolley with reference to the proper 
method of preparing spring wheat for 
sowing applies quite as fully to winter 
wheat, and we therefore quote them 
in full as follows: 

In general treatment, Professor Bol- 
ley recommends the following: (1) 
Rotate, thus giving the wheat fungi 
which are now known to exist in such 
defective fields, a chance to die out. 
Corn culture, and other crops than 
cereals associated with close pasture, 
are most likely to give beneficial re- 
sults. (2) Obtain home-grown seed of 
pure variety. Select the brightest, 
plumpiest and heaviest type of berry 
possible. Grade this grain by means 
of a heavy wind-blast, preferably verti- 


cal, in such a manner as to eliminate - 


the light weight shriveled kernels. Sow 
only plump, properly colored seed 
wheat, for some of the chief wheat 
parasites which have lately been stud- 
ied infest the kernels of diseased 
wheat plants internally, and are thus 
carried each year to the new crop. No 
diseased grains retain a normal color, 
shape and size. Therefore, grade the 
grain so as to eliminate the shrunken 
and shrivelled seeds. (3) Treat all 
seed by the formaldehyde method, us- 
ing formaldehyde at the rate of one 
pound to torty-five gallons of water. 
The grain can be dipped in the solu- 
tion, or sprinkled or sprayed. The 
object is to wet all the disease spores 
that may chance to cling to the grain. 
If the work is properly done, the wheat 
may be drilled at once. The effect of 
the formaldehyde treatment on these 
particular diseased spores is one of the 
explanations why treatment for the 
prevention of smut has always shown 
an increase of crop, even though the 
grain so treated is known to be free 
from smut. This method of handling 
seed will prevent sowing of large 
quantities of spores of the wheat par- 
asites upon uninfected or slightly in- 
fected soils. (4) Avoid so preparing 
the land as to produce an excess of 
available nitrogen or the use of nitro- 





gen fertilizers in undue amounts im- 
mediately preceding the wheat crop, 
unless the large available nitrogen sup- 
ply is counterbalanced by phosphates 
or other mineral fertilizers suited to 
hasten maturity and to harden or 
stiffen the straw, for wheat on such 
lands falls an easy prey to the fungi. 
A crop of corn or flax or millet upon 
such lands, preceding the wheat crop, 
will be apt to leave the land in such 
condition as to conduce to the forma- 
tion of a stiffer straw. (5) Give the 
soil thorough cultivation, drainage and 
aeration, and yet have the seed bed 
thoroughly compact. These are condi- 
tions which are particularly favorable 
to the production of the wheat plant, 
conditions which it can stand well, 
while the revese conditions,are apt to 
be favorable for the growth of fungi. 

This should be of interest to wheat 
growers in the winter wheat section; 
for if fungi cause the decay and de- 
cline in the production of spring wheat 
after twelve or fifteen years of farm- 
ing on the bonozas system, it is reason- 
able to suppose that it will be no less 
destructive in winter wheat. The 
wheat growing sections of Kansas and 
Oklahoma may refuse to yield full 
crops in the future, not because of soil 
exhaustion, but because of the poison- 
ing of the ground by fungi and the 
weakening of the vitality of the wheat. 
Hence the importance of following 
these methods in preparing wheat for 
sowing. 

All our readers who have used the 
formalin method in treating oats for 
smut have noticed that the oats had 
remarkably increased vitality. The 
same is true of flax, for it is now 
pretty clearly established that the land 
on which flax has grown year after 
year fails, not because of lack of soil 
fertility, but because of flax wilt, a 
fungus similar to that which attacks 
wheat. 

This whole subject is of very great 
interest to farmers everywhere, no 
matter what kind of grain they grow. 
Continued growth of any one kind of 
grain not only to some extent depletes 
the soil of its fertility, but leads to a 
multiplication of insect pests and to 
deterioration of the grain itelf, which 
can be corrected, so far as we know, 
only by the treatment which Professor 
Bolley has outlined in the passage 
quoted. 





SHEEP BOT FLY, OR GRUB IN 
THE HEAD. 


A Missouri correspondent sends us 
some samples of grubs which he found 
in the nostrils of his sheep, and 
writes: 

“IT have lost six sheep. They bloat 
up before they die, and die in a very 
short time. I find tbese grubs in 
their noses. What is wrong and what 
can I do for them?” 

Our correspondent has two different 
troubles affecting his sheep. Bloat of 
sheep is due almost always to over- 
eating of succulent food, such as 
clover, alfalfa, green corn, rape, ete. 
Sheep are especially likely to bloat 
on these foods when they are wet 
with dew or a light rain; or when 
unaccustomed to them. After sheep 
have become slowly accustomed to 
these succulent feeds, there is very 
little danger of bloat. The most ef- 
fective cure for bloat, as we have 
often told our readers, is the trocar and 
canula inserted at a point in the left 
flank, midway between the last rib, 
the hip and the back bone. 

The grubs have probably had very 
little to do with the death of the sheep, 
although they must have caused great 
irritation. The grub is an interesting 
little creature. It is about one-half to 
three-fourths of an inch long and very 
fat. Its head piece is provided with 
two little prongs, and along the edge 
of its underside are numerous smaller 
prongs. When there are two or three 
of these fleshy little grubs, provided 
with such prongs, prowling around in 
a sheep’s nostril, it must be extremely 
uncomfortable and _ irritating. The 
sheep shows this, for it sneezes and 
coughs and occasionally tosses its head 
in a frenzy. Often times the grubs 
crawl up into the nasal sinuses and 
even the cavities of the head. By 
irritating the membrane of the nostril, 
the grub causes a catarrhal discharge. 
When there are a number of such 
grubs present there is loss of appetite, 
weakness, and the sheep occasionally 
dies. 

In the spring, the grubs drop out of 
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the sheep’s nose onto the ground, 
pupate, and after several weeks 
change into flies that look very much 
like overgrown house flies, but are 
yellower in color. On a hot day, when 
the sun is shining brightly, these bo: 
flies cause great terror to a flock oj 
sheep. A sheep fears them even more 
than a horse fears horse bot flies, 
to which they are closely related. 
It will stamp, stick its head between 
its legs and run for shade. It is a 
rather peculiar thing that the fly at- 
tacks the sheep only during the mid- 
dle of a warm, sunshiny day, and 
never seems to bother sheep in the 
shade, or in the morning or evening, 
When a fly finds a flock of sheep in 
the sunshine during the middle of a 
hot day, it usually succeeds in laying 
its eggs: in several sheeps’ nostrils. 
The eggs hatch very quickly into 
grubs, which, by means of hooks, make 
their way up to the higher parts of the 
nasal cavities. These grubs live on 
the secretions of the nostril, but some- 
times attack the mucous membrane. 
After grubs have once developed in 
the nostril very little can be done. 
it has been suggested that the sheep 
affected be put in a close shed where 
lime is scattered over the floor or 
where sulphur is burning. The idea 
is that the powdered lime or the sul- 
phur fumes reach the grubs, stupefy 
them, and cause them to fall from the 
nostril. We think that this practice 
is as likely to cause the sheep as 
much harm as the grub. Another rem- 
edy which has been recommended is to 
dip a feather in turpentine and turn 
it around in the sheep's nostril. If the 
affected sheep are very valuable and 
seem to be badly damaged, it may 
pay to get a skilled veterinarian to 
trephine the skull and remove 
grubs from the upper nasal cavities. 
Generally, treatment of affected sheep 
is very unsatisfactory. The best thing 
te do is to give good feed and carry 
the sheep along until the grubs drop 
out the next spring, or else to fatten 
them off as soon as possible and mar- 
ket them. 

It is far easier to prevent grub than 
to cure it. A shaded place should al- 
ways be provided for sheep, where 
they may take refuge from the bot fly 
which lays the eggs. Another thing 
which helps is to tar the noses. This 
may be done by smearing the sides o! 
a narrow feed trough with tar. With 
valuable flocks it may—during the hort 
midsummer weather—pay to keep the 
flock up during the heat of- the day 
when the fly does its worst damage. 








An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“As I have a small field of sweet 
corn which I would like to feed sows 
and spring pigs, please advise me how 
it would be best to feec it, whether 
to begin when in roasting ear stage 
and feed as long as I wish, or not. 
An old neighbor told me that as the 
sweet corn grew older it would stick 
in the pigs’ teeth so that they would 
not eat it.” 

All kinds of corn gather most of 
their nutrients during the last three 
weeks of the ripening period. Thus, 
from the time corn is in the roasting 
ear stage until it is glazed and nearly 
ripe, it trebles in dry matter, nearly 
doubles in protein, and more than 
trebles in fat and carbohydrates. 
erally it is the best economy for feed- 
ers to let corn get as nearly ripe as 
possible before feeding. There is no 
doubt but that sweet corn will contain 
far more food value if allowed to wait 
until nearly ripe than if fed in the 
roasting ear stage. We do not know 
whether there is anything in the point 
mentioned by our correspondent, that 
pigs will refuse to eat ripe sweet corn 
because it sticks to their teeth. We 
throw this matter open to those who 
have experience.

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ROOSEVELT ON CONGRESSIONAL 
LEGISLATION. 


In the Outlook of August 6th there 
is a very remarkable signed “Ed- 
itorial,” entitled “Remedies for some 
forms of Selfish Legislation.” In this 
Colonel Reosevelt discusses particular- 
lv remedies for three crying evils, not 
assuming that any one of these reme- 
dies is a complete one unless backed 
by an enlightened public sentiment. 
“The remedy suggested for tariff and 
river and harbor legislation is a com- 
mission for each, composed of men 
who can treat matters from the stand- 
point of principle, and not, to quote 
his own language, “from the very low 
standard of privilege and preference.” 

He holds that the business of govern- 
ing a nation of a hundred million peo- 
pie is a very complex one, and can be 
pertormed only by “delegating to ex- 
perts the duty of dealing with all that 
can properly be delegated.” He com- 
bats the idea that this is in any sense 
a delegation of congressional power. 
For example, congress can not, except 
through a commission, know the differ- 
ence between the cost of production at 
home and abroad. To quote: “Such 
a commission could get at the facts of 
labor cost here and abroad by expert 
inquiry, and not by the acceptance of 
interested testimony; such a commis- 
sion could consider dispassionately the 
probable effect upon the entire social 
and economie body of all changes in 
any given branch of the tariff, and its 
recommendations would represent the 
exercise of careful judgment from a 
disinterested standpoint. Such a com- 
mission could work in harmony with 
the commissioner of labor, so as to in- 
sure that the laborers, for whom the 
tariff is passed, get the full benefit 
of it; for the major part of the benefit 
of a protective tariff should unques- 
tionably go to the wage-workers.” 

He contends that this is no more a 
delegation of authority than his own 
action in appointing the Country Life 
and Conservation Commissions to ob- 
tain information which the president 
could not possibly secure himself. To 
“Congress can with wis- 
com act in such matters of prime 
legislative importance as the tariff and 
river and harbor improvements, in the 
same way that the president acts in 
such matters of prime administrative 
importance as country life and con- 
servation.” 

His idea on the river and harbor 
legisiation, or what is otherwise 
known as the “pork barrel,” is that 
the sysiem of improvements should 
take in the country as a whole in- 
stead of using our money to help 
congressmen; and water navigation 
developed in a fashion similar to that 
of Kurope, instead of putting millions 
on the table to be divided and wasted, 
giving each ore a little without ref- 
erence to whether it is of any real 
value or not, and thus wasting the 
public tunds. 

On the subject of pensions, he 
Says: “By passing a rule which 
would forbid the reception or passage 
of any pension biil save the pension 
legis!ation recommended by the com- 
missioner of pensions, congress could 
at once do away with the possibility 
of its :rembers being subject to local 
pressure for improper private pen- 
sion bills, and at the same time guar- 
autee proper treatment for the vet- 
eran, Who really does deserve to have 
everything done for him that the 
country can afford. The veteran of 
this stamp has no stauncher friend 
then the Commissioner of Pensions; 
Whereas he is often the very man 
passed over when special pension bills 
are introduced, because the less de- 
Serving men are at least as apt as the 
O.ners to have political infiuence. 

Colonel Roosevelt has evidently 
found his proper place. He can say 
things which no congressman dare 
Say; and he can say them with more 
Weight than any dozen congressinen 
put together. He refused absolutely 
to be nominated for president, retired 
voluntarily to private life, and can be 
the Warwick or king-maker of the 
‘ nited States, not by selecting candi- 
cates, but by developing and voicing 
public sentiment on right lines, in 
other words, by preaching righteous- 
ness so effectively that the people will 
follow his advice and put men in con- 
yee who will do their bidding. In 

oing so he can have more real power 
than if he were president, and many 
times as great a power as if he were 
a candidate for re-election. It is the 
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man of strong convictions, whose clear 
vision has won the confidence of the 
people, who has the courage to stand 
for the right under any and all cir- 
cumstances, that has the real infiu- 
ence with the American people. In 
the article to which we have referred 
Colonel Roosevelt has struck the 
right track and got off on the right 
foot. Everyone can see that we will 
have no reform of these abuses that 
he has mentioned until his plan or 
something very like it is adopted. 





FARMERS AND AUTOMOBILES. 


During the past month or so the 
western farmer has been the subject 
of much criticism at the hands of cer- 
tain eastern financial interests, who 
say that to some extent the tightness 
of the money market has been due to 
his heavy purchases of automobiles. 
Stories have been circulated to the 
effect that hundreds of western farm- 
ers have mortgaged their farms to buy 
motor cars, and this will sooner’ or 
later mean financial trouble. Our east- 
ern financial friends need not lose 
any sleep worrying over the western 
farmer. He is abundantly able to take 
care of himself. He is buying auto- 
mobiles in large numbers, but he is 
not mortgaging his land for this pur- 
pose. The farmer has learned that 
the auto is a good investment. It 
saves his horses, which are high-priced. 
It saves much time and labor, his 
most valuable commodities. It af- 





to the wheat kernels, but in reality the 
smut plant has been damaging the 
wheat plant during the latter’s entire 
growing season. 

Since the disease is spread entirely 
by spores on the grains of wheat, all 
that is necessary to grow unsmutted 
wheat is to plant absolutely clean 
grain. The only way to be sure of 
this is to treat seed wheat with for- 
malin, as we have so often advised. 
One pint of formalin is mixed with 
forty gallons of water. Ome gallon of 
this solution is used for every one 
bushel of seed wheat. The wheat is 
spread out on a clean floor, and while 
one man shovels the wheat back and 
forth another’ sprinkles it with 
the solution. After the wheat has been 
thoroughly wet and shoveled over,- it 
is placed in a pile and covered with 
canvas for two or three hours. The 
wheat is then spread out to dry and 
is ready for sowing. 





THE CORN ROOT WORM INFESTED 
FIELDS. 


Of all pests, the corn root worm 
is one of the worst, yet not one farmer 
in ten knows what this insect looks 
like, nor how it works. A few days 
ago we saw an excellent example of 
corn root worm damage. A rain 
storm with some wind had passed over 
the field the night before. Surround- 
ing fields were standing up in good 
shape, but this field was the picture 
of devastation.

“T have just threshed a field of 
wheat that shows some smut, that is, 
an occasional black grain. These 
grains smell badly and injure the 
wheat. The clover failed in this field, 
and I would like to fertilize and sow 
to wheat again this fail. If I do this, 
will the next crop of wheat likely be 
smutted?” 
does 
not understand the nature of wheat 
smut at all. Wheat smut does not 
lie over in the ground. The disease 
is spread by seed from a smutted 
field. When a smutty field is threshed, 
the spores which are found in the 
blackened wheat grains blow all over 
the field, many of them alighting on 
healthy wheat grains. Here they re- 
main invisible and harmless until the 
grain germinates. Then the smut 
spores germinate also and grow inside 
the wheat plant. We cannot see the

early growth of wheat smut in the 
plant, but when the wheat heads the 
smut heads, too, and blackens the 
wheat kernels and destroys them. As 
far as can be seen by the eye, the 
only damage which the smut does is

pletely flattened beyond all hope of 
recovery. We suspected the cause of 
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Corn Root Worm (enlarged). <A dirty white 
worm one-half an inch long. 
the trouble and pulled up several 
stalks. The root systems were miser- 
ably short and stubby. Many of the 
roots had been hollowed out; then 
lying inconspicuously among _ the 
roots we saw the little, slender, 
dirty white, red headed worm, which 
was the cause of the whole -trouble. 
In some hills there were, we judged, 
as many as 150 of these little pests. 
In this one field, before the season 
is over, they will have killed outright

at least one-tenth of the plants, and 
most of the other plants will be weak- 
end by their defective root system that 
the yield of corn will not be one-half 
what it should be. 

Nothing can be done for a corn root 
worm infested field, yet it is very easy 
to prevent damage by the little pest. 
The only thing which the corn root 
worm will eat is the corn root. Take 
this diet away and it will die. All that 
is necessary to prevent damage by 
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corn root worms is not to put land 
in corn for more than two years in 
succession. Sometimes fields may be 
put in corn three years in succession 
without damage, but rarely for four 
years. The corn root worm is one of 
nature’s checks, which show man that 
it is time to rotate and put his field 
in something else beside corn, 

Along in the latter part of August and 
curing September the owners of corn

root worm infested fields will see num- 
bers of little grass-green beetles eat- 
ing the tassels and silk of corn. They 
will think that these beetles are doing 
considerable damage to the tips of 
ears, but these insects have already 
done their greatest damage. They are 
the adult form of the corn root worm, 
which has already greatly weakened 
the root system in the field. All that 
is necessary to prevent damage by this 
noxious littie insect is to rotate and 
put the field in something else besides 

the corn. 





HOW MUCH DO STOCK DRINK? 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“How much water should be allowed 
or each head of cattle under ordinary 
conditions, and what would be the 
proper amount needed per head during 
hot weather? On an average, do cattle 
and horses require the same amount? 
What should be the capacity of the 
water tank for ordinary conditions; 
that is, should the farmer have the 
capacity for one or two days for his 
herd without needing to do any pump- 
ing, or would you think it advisable 
to have an even larger capacity?” 

Experiments show that work horses 
drink in the neighborhood of seven or 
eight gallons of water a day. Milch 
cows require about the same. Mules, 
ponies, and dry cows will drink from 
five to six gallons of water per day. 
The amount of water varies greatly, of 
course, with the size of the animal, the 
time of year, the feed, and the work 
performed. 

In figuring the size of watering 
tanks considerable allowance should be 
made; twelve to sixteen gallons daily 
for each head of cattle or horses is 
none too much. As a general rule it is 
better to have a tank with capacity 
sufficient for but a couple of days if 
the source of water is reliable. A small 
tank which must be refilled every day 
or two insures a much fresher and 
more healthful water supply than a 
larger tank which is filled more rarely 
and in which the water stands until 
it gets stale. 





SELF-FEEDING CORN CRIB. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“Have you any plans for a self-feed- 
ing double corn crib, or any sugges- 
tions that you could make concerning 
one?” 

The self-feeding corn crib is simply 
the ordinary corn crib built perhaps 
a little stronger than usual, but with 
a pen or feed trough around the bot- 
tom of it. The bottom of the trough 
is a foot lower than the bottom of the 
corn crib. The height of its sides 
should be thirty inches to three feet. 
The cattle feed themselves corn as 
they need it simply by pulling corn 
from the bottom of the crib to the 
feed trough surrounding the crib. 

At the present high price of corn, 
self-feeding is an expensive practice 
with most kinds of live stock. When 
corn is low in price and labor is 
scarce, self-feeding may be justifiable. 
Corn may be fed to cattle out of a 
self-feeding corn crib without much 
loss of feed if hogs are following. At 
present the practice is a wasteful one 
under ordinary corn belt conditions.

An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“Will you give me information with 
regard to pinkeye in horses? How 
is it taken? Is it from the manger 
and water troughs, or through the air? 
What treatment should be given to 
horses affected with it? Several of my 
horses have had it. Those running 
out in the pasture seem to get over it 
the best, but one old horse is perfectly 
blind at times. Then her eyes will 
clear up and she will seem to see. Is 
there any hope of her regaining her 
sight, or even keeping what sight she 
has, if she is carefully used? It is 
over a year now since she first came 
down with it. | am in need of a new 
driving horse. Would it be safe to buy 
another if I watered it out of another 
trough? How long must horses be 
over pinkeye before it is safe to work 
them again?” 

Pinkeye is a symptom of influenza, a 
very contagious and a rather serious 
disease. On the average, one horse in 
every twenty-five or thirty affected 
dies with it. The symptoms of influ- 
enza in horses are somewhat the same 
as those in man; there is high fever, 
marked loss of appetite, a rapid pulse 
and hard breathing. This is followed 
by weakness and depression. The 
bowels are constipated. The most no- 
ticeable symptom of the disease is the 
red, yellowish or violet color of the 
transparent covering of the eyeball. 
Usually there is a cough and a dis- 
charge from the nostrils; sometimes 
there is a swelling of the limbs. After 
six to ten days the fever usually goes 
down and the animal rapidly recovers. 
Occasionally, however, complications 
of the heart, lungs, intestines or brain 
set in, and the animal dies. Influenza 
is highly contagious. It is spread 
through the atmosphere, by drinking 
water, by straw bedding and droppings, 
by the clothing of attendants on affect- 
ed horses, and in many other ways. 


Young horses are usually the most 
liable to the disease. In the spring 
the disease is most common. As with 


most other contagious diseases, when 
a horse has influenza or pinkeye once,

“the first thing to do is to put the ani- 
mal by itself, and if it was in a stall, 
disinfect that thoroughly. These pre- 
cautions are to prevent the spread of 
the disease. Not much can be done 
for affected horses except to give rest 
and a light laxative diet; moderate 
amounts of good, clean oats, bran and 
hay are good. The eye should be 
bathed three or four times a day with 
hot water, in which has been dissolved 
a teaspoonful. of boric acid to every 
half pint. A tablespoonful of nitrate 
of potash, dissolved in water, given 
twice a day, is good to allay the fever. 
Horses affected with influenza should 
never be worked and should be allowed 
to rest most of the time for two or 
three weeks after their recovery. 

In regard to the old horse, whose 
eyes are apparently affected, we would 
judge that she is affected with periodic 
opthalmia rather than pinkeye. For 
treatment we would suggest the eye 
wash given above, a light laxative diet, 
and but little work. 





GERMAN-AMERICAN’ FERTILIZER 


FIGHT. 


In May the German government en- 
acted a bill which results in a consid- 
erable higher price of potash to Amer- 
ican manufacturers and farmers. The 
bill furthermore impairs a number of 
long time contracts which American 
manufacturers held with the German 
Kali Syndicate. Last December, in a 
meeting with the American fertilizer 
manufacturers, the German syndicate 
agreed to give to the American 
manufacturers the exclusive agency 
of all potash sold in the United States 
on condition that from time to time 
the prices should be raised to the 
American farmer. The American man- 
ufacturers refused fhis proposition ab- 
solutely, and it now appears that both 
they and the American farmer will 
nevertheless be forced to pay tribute 
to the German Kali Syndicate due to 
the action of the German government. 
Consequently the seventeenth annual 
convention of the National Fertilizer 
Association, held at Atlantic City July 
12th to 14th, representing the whole

States, unanimously passed the follow- 
ing resolutions:

“Resolved, That this association de- 
sires to convey to the department of 
state its high appreciation of the 
assistance and support rendered by 
the department in demanding the ful- 
filment of the American contracts.” 





TRACTION ENGINES ON BRIDGES. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 


“Will you kindly inform me as to 
the latest law relative to bridges for 
threshing outfits, both gasoline and 
steam engines? Is it necessary to 
plank?” 

The Iowa law in regard to traction 
engines on bridges reads: 

“Until the first day of November, 
1910, no traction engine shall cross 
any bridge, crossing or culvert in the 
public highway or street unless sound, 
strong planks, not less than one foot 
wide and two inches thick be placed 
and kept continuously under the 
wheels. No traction engine having 
mud lugs or ice spurs attached to its 
wheels shall be moved over any 
bridge, culvert or street crossing. 

“Any person violating the provisions 
of this act shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be fined not to exceed one hun- 
dred dollars or be imprisoned in the 
county jail not to exceed thirty days.”

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AGRICULTURAL. COLLEGE EXTEN- 
SION WORK. 


The summer graduate school at 
Ames has been taking up the subject 
of agricultural extension and discuss- 
ing the objections that have been made 
to this carrying of the information ob- 
tained at the college to the farmers 
themselves. The idea has taken firm 
hold in the middle west that agricul- 
tural education is not solely for the 
benefit of the few, but for the many, 
for all; that it should reach the farmer 
and the farmer’s son at home. West- 
ern farmers are beginning to inquire 
whether the large sums spent for the 
maintenance and support of the agri- 
cultural colleges are a good investment 
tor them, however good it may be for 
those who expect to teach or to man- 
age estates, or to conduct or write for 
agricultural papers 

We commend to our readers the fol- 
lowing from Professor Sparks, of the 
Pennsylvania State College: 

“Many crimes have been committed 
in the name of education. A college 
education cannot be obtained in a 
week at a farmers’ institute, nor trom 
a course in a home treatment corre- 
spondence school. Neither can it be 
obtained by placing a nickel in the slot 
at a Chautauqua assembly. I look tor 
the time when this extension work will 
equal, if not surpass, the actual college 
work. 

“There should be more of a variety 
in education. The boy who is to live 
in the country should receive a differ- 
ent education from the one who is to 
live in the city. I was educated in the 
country. Everything in that school 
pointed to the city rather than to the 
country. There were problems in the 
arithmetic about so many yards of rib- 
bon at so much a yard. They brought 
up visions of standing behind a ribbon 
counter in a white collar, with neatly 
manicured finger nails, measuring off 
ribbon—at three dollars per week. The 
boys were dependent on the home rath- 
er than the school for any farm knowl- 
edge they might obtain. If a boy edu- 
cated in such a school were asked to 
spray a tree, he wouldn’t know wheth- 
er to spray it with bay rum or Florida 
water. If a girl were asked to make 
a dress, she would have to borrow a 
pattern of a neighbor, and increase or 
diminish it according to her own de- 
velopment. These are some things 
that extension work will help to rem- 
edy.” 

From all that we have observed, the 
popularity which the colleges enjoy is 
due more to their extension work than 
to any other line. 
the farmers in the middle west have a 
keen appetite for practical informa- 
tion. They do not always get it, even 
from college professors. Extension 
work requires a different kind of tal- 
ent, as Professor Sparks intimates in 
the following: 

“There should be an extra force of 
extension men. Too often college 
teachers are called on for outside work 
to the detriment of their classes. An 
extension worker must have personal 
magnetism. He must have diplomatic 
courage. He must be a good mixer.” 

Here is a point which we have often 
mentioned. Agricultural colleges ex- 
ist for three things: the teaching of 
the known, which is the work of the 
college proper; the ascertaining of the 
unknown, which is the work of the ex- 
periment station; and the taking of 
the known, no matter when ascer- 
tained, and applying it direc tly to farm 
life. This last is the province of the 
extension work; and, as everyone at 
once can see, this requires a different 
kind of tale ‘nt from the teaching of the 

nown or the ascertaining of the un- 
Known. It is the rarest kind of talent 
even among well educated men.

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They cough terribly. I1 am feeding 
corn, ground oats, shorts and oil meal. 
They have a good timothy and clover 
pasture,” 

Worms, either of the intestines or 
the lungs, are probably the most com- 
mon cause of coughing in pigs. Lung 
worms cause very severe, persistent, 
coughing, and the pigs become lan- 
guid, drawn up in the body, and with- 
out appetite. 

Dosing with turpentine has been 
recommended for both kinds of worms. 
For each one hundred pound pig a 
teaspoonful of turpentine is mixed 
with milk. This fed to the pigs in 
the morning before they have had 
anything to eat. The dose is repeated 
for three days in succession. 

One well known hog breeder told 
us that he had found dosing with ker- 
osene much more effective for lung 
worms than turpentine, 

Since our correspondent has tried 
both the turpentine and _ kerosene 
methods without avail, we suggest the 
iron sulphate treatment, which is rec- 
ommended by the lowa Experiment 
Station. Iron sulphate is ground very 
fine. The dose is one dram for a 
100-pound pig. The sulphate of iron 
is dissolved in warm water, thorough- 
ly mixed with slop, and fed every 
other morning for a week. If the 
case is a bad one, dosing is continued 
for two weeks. If the pigs still seem 
to be doing poorly the treatment 
should be repeated in six weeks or a 
couple of months, 

A mixture of charcoal, salt, ashes, 
lime and iron sulphate kept before the 
growing pigs all the time is very ef- 


fective in preventing worms, 

There are a number of worm pow- 
ders on the market which have been 
found quite helpful.

HOG TIGHT PARTITION FENCE. 

An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“I am about to make my share of a 
partition fence hog tight. As my 
neighbor has refused to do the same, 
how must I proceed? Must I serve a 
written notice on him, and through 
whom? How long must I have my 
fence in before | can ask him to do 
the same? How much time must I 
allow him to make his share? What 
height of woven wire fence does the 
law require? The former owner of 
my share of the fence built several 
rods more than his share. Am I re- 
quired to do the same? There was 
no agreement between the former 
owner and my neighbor.” 

The most recent fence law of lowa 
reads, concerning tight partition 
fences, as follows: 

“All partition fences may be made 
tight by the party desiring it, and 
when his portion is completed and 
securely fastened to good, substantial 
posts, set firmly in the ground, not 
more than twenty feet apart, the ad- 
joining property owner shall construct 
his portion of the adjoining fence in 
a like tight manner, same to be se- 
curely fastened to good, substantial 
posts, set firmly in the ground, not 
more than twenty feet apart. All par- 
tition fences shall consist of not less 
than twenty-four inches of substantial 
woven wire on the bottom, with three 
strands of barb wire with not less 
than thirty-six barbs of two points to 
the rod on top, the top wire to be not 
less than forty-eight nor more than 
fifty-four inches high, or not less than 
eighteen inches of substantial woven 
Wire at the bottem with four strands 
of barb wire of not less than thirty- 
six barbs of two points to the rod, the 
top wire to be not less than forty- 
eight nor more than fifty-four inches 
high, or a good, substantial woven 
wire not less than forty-eight nor more 
than fifty-four inches high. In case 
adjoining owners or occupants of the 
land shall use the same for pasturing 
sheep or swine, each shall keep his 
share of the partition fence in such 
condition as shall restrain such sheep 
or sWine.” 

In case one of the adjoining owners 
fails to perform his duty under this 
law, there is just one thing for the 
aggrieved party to do. That is to 
make application to the fence viewers 
(township trustees), either orally or 
in writing. The fence viewers then 
zive five days’ notice to the opposite 
party, stating what matter is to be 
investigated and naming the time and 
place of their meeting to hear the 
same, and render their decision, which 
is binding on both parties. 


WEED SEEDS. 


Michigan Bulletin No. 260 should be 
in the hands of every purchaser of clo- 
ver, alfalfa, grass, or small grain seed. 
Many a man sends us a sample of dod- 
der, lance-leafed plaintain, wild carrot, 
mustard, or what not, and asks what 
can be done to get rid of that partic- 
ular weed. We wish to remind these 
men that all trouble from a large num- 
ber of our worst weeds could be pre- 
vented by buying clean clover, grass, 
or small grain seed. Michigan Bulle- 
tin No. 260 gives excellent pictures of 
all the common weed seeds. If every 
farmer would buy a small pocket lens 
and carefully examine his clover, grass 
or small grain seed he could detect 
the presence of weed seeds, and by 
the aid of this bulletin he should be 
able to tell whether they are bad ones. 
This bulletin is furnished free to 
Michigan residents. Citizens of other 
states can doubtless secure a copy by 
sending a few stamps to cover cost 
and postage. 





TO UTILIZE THE TURN ROWS.

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SOME FUNDAMENTAL QUES- 
TIONS. 

A central Nebraska correspondent 
asks us some questions which may 
seem simple to some of our readers, 
but which are no less fundamental to 
those who are not close students of ag- 
riculture. He lives in a section where 
the highest rainfall in many local rec- 
is thirty-two inches, the lowest 
seventeen; where the only rotation 
practiced is corn and wheat, and some- 
times oats between; where the manure 
spreader is very little used. He says 
that land that has been cropped in 
wheat five or six years, and then in 
corn, nearly always yields more, usu- 
ally twice as much. He asks if the 
decay of the stubble makes more 
humus in the soil than the decay of 
cornstalks, or if it is the plowing of 
the wheat and bringing up less impov- 
erished soil that makes corn yield 
more on wheat cropped land than on 
corn cropped land. He also asks us 
whether the growing of oats adds any 


ords 


fertilizing elements to the soil. He 
has heard farmers say that “oats made 


nitrogen, but did not swallow it,” also 
that it helps acid soil. 

There may be several reasons why 
corn yields better after the land has 
been cropped in wheat than it does if 
the land has been kept growing corn 
after corn. Usually the corn root worm 
and the corn root louse, to say noth- 
ing of other insects, have been trying 
to make the farmer change his meth- 
ods. These pests do not infest the 
wheatfield, and hence the corn planted 
on wheat stubble is free from its 
ancient and formidable enemies.  In- 
much as corn is usually listed in 
country it is probable that some 





advantage is gained by plowing and 
vulverizing the soil that is necessary 
to secure a good crop of wheat. It is 
certain that oats do not add any fer- 


tilizing element to the soil. 
Ti he me *thod in use in that section is 


not farming at all. It is simply mining, 
soil ner Our readers may ask: 
What changes should be made in the 
method? We would grow wheat; for 
it is an excellent wheat country. We 
would grow corn; for it is a fairly good 
corn country, especially in seasons of 
more than normal rainfall. Our rota- 
tion, therefore, would be ccrn and

wheat, with one or two years of grass. 
We would not expect clover to suc- 
ceed well in that country, although we 
happen to know of astonishing success 
with it in that country in years of rain- 
fall far above the normal. It cannot 
be depended upon under normal con- 
ditions, however. 

Where alfalfa can be grown, and we 
think it can on some lands in that por- 
tion of Nebraska and adjoining por- 
tions of Kansas, it should be grown 
by all means, not merely as a soil en- 
richer so far as humus and nitrogen 
are concerned, but as furnishing the 
best balance for other kinds of feed. 
For pasture we would suggest a mix- 
ture of alfalfa and brome grass, and 
for meadow, brome grass, meadow fes- 
cue or the two wheat grasses, the 
western wheat grass and slender wheat 
grass. Where alfalfa can be grown, 
we would grow it three or four years, 
then take two crops of corn, one or 
two crops of winter wheat, and seed 
down to whatever meadow or pasture 
grasses may be selected, without a 
nurse crop. This may seem a rather 
wild suggestion to some of our read- 
esr in central Nebraska, say from the 
ninety-sixth to the ninety-eighth me- 
ridian; but we are satisfied they will 
have to come to it in time. 

Where aifalfa cannot be grown, then 
we would grow either cowpeas or soy 
beans, or both. This will enrich the 
land in nitrogen and furnish a hay that 
will balance up the corn and straw 
and whatever grasses may be selected. 
Then, by keeping live stock and haul- 
ing out the manure with a manure 
spreader, it will be possible to grow 
fifty per cent more per acre than has 
ever been grown in that section here- 
tofore.

Now the question arises: Is this 
| the object of the high school? Or, if 
this is the object, should it be? Un- 


fortunately it is; 
it should not be, 


but in our judgment 
for the simple reason 
that very few of the graduates of the 
high school ever enter college. There- 
fore, it seems to us that high schools 
should be more or less vocational; 
that is, the lines of instruction should 
be such as to prepare the students for 
the life which they must necessarily 
live. 

We think we can 
evil growing out of the 
dation. Colleges must have a eertain 
standard before their professo s can 
be eligible to a pension under this 
foundation. The colleges are constant- 
ly urging the high schools to raise 
their standard to a point that will en- 
able their students to enter college. 
Just insofar as they do this, they teach 
things useless and sometimes an ac- 
tual hindrance to the great majority 
of students who must make their liv- 
ing in some kind of business. 

The agricultural colleges are ambi-

tious to have their professors pen- 
sioned after a certain number of years 
of service. They, too, are putting up 
their standard of requirements for en- 
trance; and in order to enter them the 
farm boys must attend high schoo] for 
four years. After attending a town 
high school for four years they are not 


very likely to go back to the farm, 
even though they graduate from an 
agricultural college. During those four 
years they lose the farm spirit, get 
out of touch with farm life. 

Hence it seems to us that there is 
something radically wrong with our 
whole system of education, and in- 


stead of being remedied, the evils are 
being intensified. The time will come 
when farmers will not support the ag- 
ricultural colleges as generously as 
they have done, if, as outlined by some 
of the speakers at the recent graduate 
school, the object of the agricultural 
college is to educate scientists and 
not farmers. There is a wide gap now 
between the country school and the 
agricultural college, and the high 
schools as at present conducted do 
not bridge the gap, nor begin to 
bridge it.

HORSE NETTLE. 


An Illinois correspondent sends us 
some horse nettle and wishes to know 
how to control the same. 

Horse nettle is a very bad weed, es- 
pecially on sandy soils. It has the 
three characteristics of the worst 
weeds; it is a perennial, it has long 
underground rootstocks, and it pro- 
duces lots of seed. Besides this, it is 
thorny, which helps to make it dis- 
agreeable. 

Horse neitle, like the night shade 
and the buifalo bur is one of the 
degenerate relatives of the tomato and

potato. It has blue or white flowers 
with yellow stamens, very much like 
potato flowers and the yellow, round 
berries which follow are also similar 
the potato. 

On sandy soil this weed is a bad one 
and should be treated as though it 
were Canada thistle. If the ground is 
put in some hoed crop for two or three 
years and given clean cultivation, the 
pest will in time disappear. It is said 
that one etfective method of dealing 
with the plant is to seed sorghum, rape 
or millet heavily during May or June. 
The heavy growth will smother out the 
horse nettle. As a preparation for the 
above crops, the soil should be worked 
into perfect condition for some time 
previous fo seeding.

Frost Can‘ fill 


JOHNSON GRASS AND BERMUDA 
GRASS. 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“T had some thoughts of buying land 
in Mississippi. There are in the 
neighborhood grasses called Johnson 
grass and Bermuda grass. They ap- 
pear to form an exceedingly tough sod 
and there are differences of opinion 
as to whether it is practicable to de- 
stroy them by plowing them up and 
cultivating the ground. Some men 
say they are easily destroyed, while 
others say that Johnson grass is in- 
destructible and when it gets set on 
a tract of land it cannot be used for 
any other purpose. Can you give me 
any information on the subject?” 

Bermuda grass and Johnson grass 
are at the same time two of the most 
valuable grasses of the south and two 
of the worst weeds. Both are valu- 
able hay and pasture plants. Both 
propogate readily by root. stalks. 
Both are likely to become sod-bound 
in a few years and to lose much of 
their .value thereby. Both are ex- 
tremely difficult to eradicate on ac- 
count of their continuous root stalks. 

Of the two grasses, Bermuda is 
much the more valuable. Both the 
hay and pasture are very nutritious 
and much liked by domestic animals. 
From two to four tons of hay are 
yielded per acre. Bermuda grass may 
be exterminated by fall plowing and 
putting in next spring of some quick 
growing crop, such as sorghum, millet, 
soy beans or cowpeas. Bermuda grass 
dislikes shade. Those of the upturned 
root stalks that survive the winter's 
freezing are starved out by the quickly 
growing spring sown crops. 

Of the two grasses, Johnson grass 
is much the less valuable and the 
harder to control as a weed. In many 
sections of the south the problem of 
how to control Johnson grass is very 
serious. Johnson grass is a close rela- 
tive of the sorghums. Like the sor- 
ghums it has considerable forage and 
hay value. 

The government recommends the 
following method as very effective in 
stamping out Johnson grass: The in- 
fested land is plowed in the fall so as 
to turn over every bit of the soil. A 
careful harrowing is given, and this 
is followed by a tool called the root 
digger or grass hoe, which is a sort 
of cultivator with very slender teeth. 
The furrows are first gone over cross- 
wise and then lengthwise. In this 
way a great many of the troublesome 
root stalks are brought to the sur- 
face. Here they may be left to decay 
over orm or they may be removed 
and burned. In the spring the ground 
is again plowed and the land put to 
cori or cotton. Ordinary cultivation 
is given and the field is gone over 
every two weeks and all sprigs of 
Johnson pulled up before 
the y get to be over six inches in 
height. If this method is carefully 
followed it that Johnson grass 
may be eradicated in one 
year’s time. 

Although man southerners think 
Johnson grass is practically inde- 
structible, yet like any other. weed it 
may be stamped out if time and care 
are taken. We would advise any of

VALUE OF HEN MANURE. 

An Iowa correspondent writes: 

‘Will you please let me know the 
commercial value of a barrel of hen 
droppings? I own a farm some dis- 
tance away, on which there is a tenant 
who doesn’t wish to keep all the 
stock I wish ] did. Where I live I 
keep a good fowls. Will it pay 
to ship the hen anure by freight? 
I have read that in New York hen 
manure is worth 75 cents a barrel.” 

Hen manure is by far the most valu- 
produced on the farm. 
Based on the chemical elements of fer- 
tility present, phosphorus, nitrogen and 
potassium, it is worth practically three 
times as much as eitlier cow or horse 
manure. Based on present prices of 
nitrogen, phosphorus and potassium, 
hen manure is worth at least $7 a ton. 
We do not know the weight of . barrel 
of hen manure, but would judge that it 
should be worth from 50 to 75 cents. 
In the use of hen manure, it must be 
remembered that it is very heating 
and must never come in contact with 
growing plants. At present there is 
little definite market for hen manure, 
but as a fertilizer it ranks above any 
other manure produced on the farm.

SHALLOW PLOWING FOR RANK 
WHEAT. 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“My wheat grows too tall. Will 
shallow plowing, say five inches, keep 
it down?” 


Anything which will decrease the 
amount of available fertility will tend 
to shorten the wheat; but it will 


shorten the yield of grain as well as 

the length of the straw, and we would 

not care to make the experiment. 
There is a difference in the length 


of different varieties of wheat. We 
have never heard any complaint of 
the Turkish Red growing too tall, 


although one of the objections to a 
new variety recently introduced, which 
has come under our observation, is its 
extreme height. 

Intelligent pasturing at the proper 
time will also prevent too rank 
growth. In the latitude of our corre- 
spondent, late sowing might also help 
some. We would consider either of 
the above ways safer than decreasing 
the yield by shallow plowing. An- 
other way would be to take two crops 
of corn before putting it in wheat. 
There are plenty of ways of shorten- 
ing the straw other than by giving it 
poor culture.

THE HEN THAT LAYS IS THE HEN 
THAT PAYS. 


The story is told of a husband who 
taught his inexperienced wife the 
value of money by having her pay all 
of her bills with silver dollars. A 
check for one hundred dollars had lit- 
tle value in her eyes, but to pay out 
one hundred silver dollars for an ar- 
ticle of wearing apparel was another 
story, and she became in time a very 
prudent wife, with a clear idea of the 
value of money. 

The accompanying picture illus- 
trates the producing capacity of a 
champion and of an average hen. 

On the farm where the chickens are 
not considered as individuals ,but as 
a flock, the fact that one hundred 
hens give an egg yield averaging but 
fifty eggs or less is not of sufficient 
importance to disturb the farmer. If 
he could separate his hens as he does 
his cows, or if by trap nesting he were 
familiar with the egg record of each 
hen, it would seem a serious matter 
that some of his hens laid but twenty- 
five eggs in the year, and a thing to 
be proud of that he had a 200-egg hen. 

The Iowa College points with pride 
to the above hen with a record of 
210 eggs for the year. To give a 
practical idea of the difference in 
value of a hen of this character, the 
college exhibit at the State Fair last 
year showed a photograph of its 
champion hen, placing a basket con- 
taining the number of eggs she laid 
beside a basket containing the number 
of eggs the average Iowa hen laid. 
Visitors attracted by the exhibit would 
exclaim: “Well now, I'd never be- 
lieve there was that difference in 
hens!” and then examine with inter- 
est the trap nests in the booth which 
had helped sift the good from the 
poor layers. 

The farmer should select his stock 
for the object he has in view. If he 
wishes to breed for eggs he should 
look for the egg type, selecting a stock 
with the conformation of layers. While 
the trap nest is the most reliable way 
ot determining the layers, many farm- 
ers have not the time to use :t, but 
by careful selection of their hens and

by observation of the birds as they 
feed and work, great improvement can 
be made in the laying qualities of 
ihe average farm flock. The shape 
of a laying hen is best seen when look- 
ing down upon a feeding or resting 
hen. A rangy hen is the best layer, 
because a body of fair length gives 
room for production. A well devel- 
oped breast means use of the wings 
and indicates activity. The hen that 
is broad through the shoulders has 
room for good development of the 
respiratory and _ digestive organs. 
“Since the development of the egg, to 
a large extent,” says the Kansas Ex- 
periment Station, “takes place in the 
region of the body below the broad 
part of the back, that part of the body 
should be broader than the fore part. 
This gives the body a V-shaped ap- 
pearance as viewed from the top, the 
small part of the V lying toward the 
front. When a hen is in heavy laying 
condition, her body is lower than the 
breast line. This gives the body the 
appearance of being V-shaped as 
viewed from the side along the top 
and bottom lines, with the small part 





of the V toward the front. This en- 
largement of the body in the abdom- 
inal region makes the back appear 
somewhat narrower, giving the body 
a V-shaped appearance from the back 
downward on the sides as viewed 
from the rear. Thus a body V-shaped 
in three directions indicates large pro- 
ductive powers. Visit the exhibit of 
the poultry department of our lowa 
State College this year, ask questions 
of the professors, and learn how to 
choose the good layers of your flock.

than the street cars. 

It is always well in leaving home to 
have soine means of identifying one’s 
self in case it is necessary to cash a 
check. At a bankers’ meeting, where 
the question of identification came up, 
it was decided that the best possible 
identification was a card with the own- 
ers photograph and signature, endorsed

KALE. 
A Kansas correspondent writes: 
“We are raising kale this year for 
the first time and don’t know what 
to do with it. Can you tell us through 
the paper when and how to use it?”

LAST CALL FOR THE SILO. 


Those who have been wavering on 
the silo question have no time to lose 
now in determining whether they will 
build silos this year. In fact, con- 
struction should be well under way at 
the present time. The hay crop is 


short. The dry pastures will compel 
hay feeding one to three months ear- 
lier than usual, depending upon local 
conditions. We have in the corn fields 
of the west all the roughage we need 
to carry all of our live stock through 
the winter in excellent condition. The 
question now is ,how shall we harvest 
and store it? On the farm, where 
many cows are milked, the silo fur- 
nishes the most satisfactory answer. 
With the silo one acre of corn will 
feed about twice as much _ stock 
as the same acre saved in any 
other practical way. And the suc- 
culent and palatable nature of the 
silage makes it doubly valuable to 
the dairy cow. More labor is required 
to fill the silo than to shock the 
corn, but when the silo is filled the 
work is practically done. While when 
the corn is in shock the most disagree- 
able part of the work is yet to come. 

We do not urge all of our readers to 
build silos, although we think the time 
will come when the silo will be found 
on every stock farm. But we do urge 
immediate consideration of the ques- 
tion and prompt action if a silo is to 
be built this year. 





RINGWORM. 


A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“I would like to know the treatment 
for a calf about five months old which 
is very lean, has scabs about the head, 
and has a cough which sounds like the 
breaking of phlegm. He is in the 
pasture and gets water, cob meal and 
skimmed milk with the foam skimmed 
off. What is the treatment for the 
scabs about the head?” 

The scabs about the head are prob- 
ably caused by ringworm. This is a 
fungous disease just the same as the 
blight of grains is a fungous disease. 
It is very contagious, spreading rap- 
idly from one animal to another. If 
any of the young cattle show around 
the neck circular rings or patches with- 
out hair and covered with a scaly, brit- 
tle crust, we would promptly treat for 
ringworm to prevent the spread to 
other cattle and to man. 

Treatment is as follows: Soften the 
scabs with soap and water, or with a 
mixture of green soap and vaseline. 
Then remove the scabs and put on a 
mixture of tincture of iodine one part, 
salicylic acid one-fourth part, green 
soap one part and alcohol one part. If 
the affected animal is in a stable, it 
should be thoroughly cleaned and 
whitewashed to kill any spores of the 
disease which might spread it to other 
animals. 

We cannot tell much, without fur- 
ther particulars, about the cause of 
the cough. Possibly it is due to tuber- 
culosis or lung worms. We suggest 
for it as a general tonic to the animal 
ten drops of fluid extract of nux vom- 
ica and about a teaspoonful of fluid 
extract of gentian, given in milk twice 
daily. 





ONE YEAR DAIRY COURSE, 


The Iowa Agricultural College an- 
nounces a one year course in dairying, 
to begin September ist. The fall term 
runs from September list to December 
22nd, and the spring term from Janu- 
ary 17th to June 8th. This course is 
designed for those who wish to learn 
butter making, ice-cream making and 
cheese making. Students completing 
the course will be given certificates 
when evidence is furnished that they 
have successfully operated a creamery 
or other dairy establishment for the 
period of one year. Complete informa- 
tion concerning this course can be ob- 
tained by addressing the Dairy Depart- 
ment, Iowa Agricultural College, Ames, 
Iowa. 





We suggest to our readers who are 
especially interested in dairy cattle 
that when looking over the well 
groomed and fitted dairy herds at the 
fairs this fall they press home the 
question of actual performance. The 
beef animal carries its recommenda- 
tion on its back, to be seen of all who 
look intelligently. The dairy cow’s 
value consists in what she has done 
and can do, not in how she appears 





to the eye. The strong demand for 
dairy bred cattle has led some of our 
breeders to grow careless about such 
little matters as milking and keeping 
records. Those who buy dairy cows, 
and especially pure breds, should de- 


mand actual records, and should not | 


be satisfied with general statements. 
It is not safe to buy dairy cattle from 
breeders who do not milk their cows 
and keep records of the amount of 
milk and butter fat they produce. 





CANNERY WASTE SILAGE. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Referring to your article in the issue 
of August 5th, would state that we 
have made very satisfactory silage 
from shucks and cobs for several years. 
If the cobs are mixed thoroughly with 
the shucks, we find that the air is 
excluded and a fine quality produced, 
but if the cobs are allowed to run into 
the silo in piles, without shucks to fill 
the void, they will retain air in the 
voids and of course mold. We have 
used this silage for feeding stock cat- 
tle and horses, milk cows and fatten- 
ing sheep, for all of which purposes 
it is quite as satisfactory as the silage 
made from field corn. On account of 
the material being somewhat greener 
than field corn as commonly used, i 
produces a silage of more acidity, and 
the stock appear to like this quite as 
well or better and it appears to be no 
disadvantage to the putting on of fat, 
in the case of sheep at least. 

We would not consider there would 
be either advantage or disadvantage 
in mixing stalks with the cobs and 
shucks, except that at the time of the 
gathering of the corn it takes about 
all the help available, so that it would 
appear to be more practicable to put 
the shucks and cobs in the bottom, and 
later, if there was room, to put in the 
stalks. We would advise our own 
practice, however, as to using the cobs 
and shucks for silage, and cut up the 
stalks for dry fodder, as it makes a 
very desirable winter roughage.

MISSOURI CROP REPORT FOR AUG- 
UST. 

The following crop report was_ issued 
August 1 from the office of T. C. Wilson, 
secretary Missouri State Board of Agri- 
culture The month of July was, gen- 
erally speaking, a favorable one for the 
Missouri farmers, but excessive rainfall 
in the seutheast section of the state did 
considerable damage. On the other hand, 
a dozen counties in the extreme north- 


west section were at the same time suf- 
fering for want of rain. The flood dam- 
age in the southeast section extends over 
several counties In the northwest sec- 
tion the drought seems to have been most 
severe in the leading corn producing coun- 
ties A number of correspondents report 
heavy local storms and consequent dam- 
age to growing crops. in a number of 
eases corn is reported se twisted and 
broken that further cultivation will be 
impossible. Conditions vary greatly. 
From the most optimistic to the most 
pessimistic reports are being received, but 
in the main the reports are generally of 
a hopeful character and indicate that the 
farmer is to receive fair returns for his 
labor. But little or no damage, except in 
very restricted areas, is reported by over- 
flows from rivers. The bottom fields are 
in fine condition. The condition of corn 
for the state is estimated at 88.2. Prob- 
able wheat yield, 13.8 bushels per acre; 
oats, 34.2 bushels per acre.
